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Far Below Record Levels of 
1937—Relief Corn mittees

CINCINNATI, Feb. 4-—-The Ohio 
River rose slowly toward flood 
stage today from Pittsburgh to Car- 
roliton, Ky.—halfway between Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville—but the dan- 
ger of a serious inundation appar- 
ently waa lessened by freezing 
weather which stemmed tributary 
runoffs. 

The temperatures, however, add- 
ed to the hardship of hundreds of 
families forced to evacuate low- 
land homes as high waters poured 
into some Ohio River cities. Red 
Cross and other relief agencies im- 
mediately went to work to care for 
the refugees. 

Three were dead in West Virginia 
and four others were reported to 
have been drowned by swift-rising} 
mountain streams. The high wa- 
ters resulted from heavy rains and 
snows of the last three days over 
the mountainous Ohio valley wa- 
tershed regions in Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia and Kentucky and 
over hilly Southern Ohio, 


Estimates Revised Upward. 

United States Meteorologist W. 
C. Devereaux at Cincinnati revised 
upward his predicted crests for the 
swolien Ohio. He said a crest of 
56 feet could be expected from 
Huntington, W. Va., to Carrollton. 
Cincinnati, where the stage was 49 
before noon, has a 52-foot flood 
stage and Huntington's is 54. Dev- 
ereaux earlier had issued a gener- 
al flood warning from Pittsburgh 
to Cairo. 

The predicted crest would be far 
below the record 1937 flood levels 
when the river rose to 79.99 at Cin- 
cinnati and caused more than 200 
deaths and several millions of dol- 
lars property damage in the worst 
inundation of the valley's history. 

Althougr freezing temperatures 
slowed the runoff into bankfull 
tributaries temporarily, warmer 
weather was forecast tonight and 
Sunday for much of Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia and Kentucky. 


Committees Held Ready. 

* Relief committees made plans to 
organize relief, refugee and rehabil- 
itation work, Even through the indi- 
cated danger was little more than 
that of a “good raise” as compared 
with the 1937 flood, officials every- 
where detailed assignments to vol- 
unteers. 

Some health authorities urged 
typhoid inoculations immediately. 
In Portsmouth Legion members pa- 
trolled the 62-foot floodwall. The 
‘Governors of West Virginia and 
Kentucky ordered state agencies to 
stand by. 

With slightly colder weather slow- 
ing down the runoff from. the 
banks, Government meteorologists 
said the crests were expected today 
or tomorrow in the upper valley 
and as late as Wednesday in the 
lower. All predicted crests were 
far and safely under the records. 

The upper valley received the 
benefit of the new $18,000,000 flood 
control dam on the Tygart River, 
in operation only a year near Graf- 
ton, W. Va. Army engineers re- 
ported the dam holding back an 
88-foot wall of water, and enabling 
the Monongahela to carry off the 
burden of other tributaries easily.

BRITAIN 1S BUYING 200 
MORE PLANES OF U. 5 


Air Ministry to Take 50 Recon- 
naissance and 200 Training 
Ships.

LONDON, Feb. 4-—The Air Min- 
istry announced today that it would 
purchase 250 warplanes in the Unit- 
ed States in addition to 400 already 
ordered. 

Fifty of the new planes, it was 
said, will be Lockheed general re- 
connaissance machines; the other 
200 will be North American Avia- 
tion Co, trainers, 

“In view of the improved deliver- 
ies in prospect under orders for 
aircraft placed by the Air Ministry 
in the United States last year,” the 
announcement said, “it has been 
possible to negotiate an increase in 
contracts for delivery within the 
period originally contemplated.”

FRENCH KILLER GUILLOTINED 
BY TEMPORARY EXECUTIONER 


Dead Headsman’s First Assistant 


By the Associated Press. 

RENNES, France, Feb. 4.—Leo- 
pold Desfourneaux, first assistant to 
France’s high executioner, Anatole 
Deibler, who died Thursday, suc- 
ceeded his master, at least tempor- 
arily, today, 

He officiated at the guillotine 
when Maurice Pelorge, convicted 
murderer, was executed early this 
morning. The execution was de- 
layed 24 hours by Deibler’s death. 

Pelorge refused a pardon from 
President Albert Lebrun, which the 
President traditionally offers the 
first man to be executed after the 
death of the ranking executioner. 

The prison chaplain, explaining 


the condemned man had confessed 
and had shown only a desire to 
expiate his act. 

Desfourneaux has been assistant 
executioner since 1876. He general- 
ly wears a dirty beret at executions 
and has a habit of pulling it down | 
nervously over his forehead.

Mayor Kinyon Replies to a Criticism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

NOTED with interest a letter, appear- 

ing recently in the Post-Dispatch, rela- 
tive to the experience of a purported 
“Kirkwood Citizen,” complaining of poor 
light service and excessive rates, with 
the further conclusion that “politicians 
and electricity don’t mix.” 

It is not my intention to enter into the 
merits of the procedure of the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. in its pres- 
ent difficulty in the City of 8t. Charles. 
Quite frankly, our relationships with the 
Union Biectric Light & Power Co., from 
which our city buys electric current at 
wholesale rates, have been pleasant and 
agreeable. However, I do propose to lay 
before the public certain facts relative to 
the operation of the electric system of 
the City of Kirkwood. The facts, I be- 
lieve, are self-explanatory and open to 
the public for inspection. 

First, light rates charged in the City 
of Kirkwood are exactly comparable to 
the light rates charged for residence 
service by the Union Electric Light & 
Power Co. This city, since 1930, has met 
every rate reduction established by 
Union Blectric, and has made a net re- 
duction in the last nine years of approxi- 
mately 39 per cent in net rates charged 
for city service. 

The same situation applies as to our 
wholly owned municipal water plant, 
wherein rates have been reduced in the 
last nine years, a total of 37 per cent, 
during which period special summer 
rates have been given from time to time 
to encourage the wider use of water in 
maintenance of shrubs, trees and lawns. 

During this same period, general taxes 
in the City of Kirkwood have been re- 
duced 141/3 per cent. 

Having in mind the fact that these re- 
ductions have been consummated and 
are now in full force and effect, this city 
has, without any additional cost to the 
taxpayers, increased its capital account 
in its light and water plants by approxi- 
mately $183,982; two sewage disposal 
plants valued at $92,647 have been built 
by the city without additional cost to 
the taxpayers. The city has, in advance 
of its amortization schedule, funded ap- 
proximately $50,000 of its outstanding 
bonds by purchasing the same in the 
open market to save interest rates. At 
the present time, the city is constructing 
an auxiliary water standpipe of 500,000- 
gallon eapacity, valued at $45,000, the 
city’s portion of the expense involved ac- 
cruing from surplus funds available in 
the utility departments. 

Despite the reduction in general taxes, 
the city is now engaged in completing a 
public sewer system, with the aid of Fed- 
eral funds, which will ultimately be val- 
ued at $],250,000, the cost to the city 
being $150,000 in public sewer bonds. 
These bonds are also being absorbed 
with reduced revenues at no additional 
expense to the taxpayers. 

We are further engaged in the con- 
struction, improvement and renovation 
of our electric light and power distribu- 
tional system through a bond issue of 
$68,000, which has been supplemented by 
a Federal grant, making a total expendi- 
ture of $123,000 for this purpose. These 
bonds are also being absorbed without 
any additional expense to the taxpayers. 

Our light plant, besides competing on 
an even basis with the service of the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., is 
also gratuitously giving to the public the 
entire street lighting of this city. Two 
modern, well-equipped fire departments 
are being maintained on surplus reven- 
ues accruing from the operation of our 
light and power system. 

Again permit me to reiterate that this 
fs not written in the spirit of criticism 
of any policy of the Union Electric Light 
& Power Co. The rates charged by 
Union Electric compare favorably with 
utility rates being charged in any area 
of comparable size in this country. 

I voice these sentiments, in which I 
am joined by the City Council, simply to 
state that no excessive rates are being 
charged in our electric light distribu- 
tional system, and for the further pur-

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INTO THE INSURANCE JUNGLE. 

An exploring party is about to be sent forth by 
the Temporary National Economic Committee (the 
so-called Monopoly Committee) into a vast and vir- 
tually unknown jungle, the life insurance business. 
The SEC will hew the trail in this phase of the 
committee’s inquiry. It is expected to cast light 


been investigated by a Federal agency. 

Life insurance is the biggest of all American busi- 
ness giants. Policies now in force total 110 billion 
doliars, or nearly three times the national debt. 
Assets are about 27 billion dollars, invested in nearly 
every business field, including railroads, utilities, 
city real estate and farm lands. One company alone 
is said to have $1,000,000 a day to invest. 

Obviously, control of such huge amounts may have 
a profound effect upon the capital markets and upon 
the country’s business. Almost every citizen has a 
stake in the insurance field, either through policies 
or through the industry’s investments. 

The Federal Government has little or no control 
over insurance firms; their regulation is left al- 
most wholly to state commissions. Whether this 
is a wise method may be determined’ by the com- 
ing inquiry. But of chief importance is the fact 
that so little is known by the public about the 
intricate finances of the companies. It has been 
33 years since Charles Evans Hughes became na- 
tionally known with his inquiry for New York State 
into 17 insurance concerns. His committee drew 
up far-reaching recommendations, yet few of these 
have ever been carried out. 

For one thing, the Hughes report said: “The busi- 
ness has grown beyond reasonable limits. ... 
Their (the companies’) magnitude, if permitted to 
grow unrestricted, will soon become a menace to 
the community.” In the intervening years, the 
companies have increased enormously in size. If 
their hugeness was viewed with concern in 1906, 
surely there should be a new examination now. 

Mr. Hughes proposed to limit unsound growth 
by imposing a maximum of $150,000,000 for new 
insurance written annually. Yet in 1929 alone, 
the four major companies wrote seven billion dol- 
lars’ worth of policies. What is the significance 
of this great expansion to the country today? 

There are many other matters in the trackless 
insurance “jungle on which facts are needed. Is 
instirance company landlordism, now rapidly on the 
increase, beneficial or detrimental? How accurate 
are investment ratings? Are premiums just or ex- 
cessive? The public is vitally concerned on every 
point. Yet there should be no cause for alarm among 
policyholders, for, according to Senator O'Mahoney, 
chairman of the committee, “The assets are such as 
to indicate that policies are very well based.” What 
is needed is public enlightenment and data for 
legislation leading to possible improvement in in- 
surance methods.

Senator Robert Reynolds, the Tarheel statesman 
with sophisticated tastes that contrast strangely with 
the fire-eating fundamentalism he professes among 
his North Carolina constituency, has leaped into the 
saddle once more to fight “the alien menace.”

Radio networks throughout the 
world had organized their facilities 
to transmit the great news. News- 
papers spent fortunes cabling 
texts. 

And the next day Mr. Roosevelt 
told a “secret” to 16 men in the 
White House, without any prepara- 
tion for transmission, and the Hit- 
ler speech dropped into the waste 
basket as a minor event of the 
week. 

There are millions of people in 
this country who wish that we were 
so weak that we could be spared 
responsibility.

TDD CONTROL 


Democratic Factionalism, 
With Republican Gains 
in Election Change Situa- 
tion in Capitol. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4. — Con- 
gress began the second month of 
the session today with indications 
that Democratic factionalism was 
developing rapidly into a fight for 
party control. 

Some politicians predicted events 
of the next few weeks would 


Roosevelt carrying on his battle 
for his New Deal, Vice-President 
Garner working quietly as leader 
of the more conservative forces, and 
both sides thinking of the Presi- 
dential nomination in 1940. 

There were some signs that the 
Democratic split had placed the 
balance of wer in both Senate 
and House the hands of the 
conservatives — a situation made 
possible chiefly by Republican 
gains in the November elections. 

Republican members, keenly 
aware of their own possibilities in 
1940, have become more active 
than in any other Congress of the 
Roosevelt adminstration, but it is 
only through the support of _ re- 
volting Democrats that they may 
upset President Roosevelt's plans 
on specific issues. 

The twin issues of foreign policy 
and national defense are oversha- 
dowing all other questions before 
Congress, but the nature and ex- 
tent of the Democratie split may 
be reflected more quickly in Con- 
gressional action on other ques- 
tions. 

Roberts, Amlie Nominations. 

Two nominations made by the 
President already have occasioned 
bitter protests by some Senators. 
One administration leader has pre- 
dicted that at least one of the 
nominations would be turned down 
by the Senate. 

That is Mr. Roosevelt’s selec- 
tion of Judge Floyd H. Roberts of 
Bristol to be a United States Dis- 
trict Judge in Virginia. The ap- 
pointment has been opposed vigor- 
ously by Virginia Senators Glass 
and Byrd, both anti-administration 
Democrats, and the Judiciary Com- 
mittee voted overwhelmingly this 
week against confirmation. 

Senator Harrison (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, predicted today that more 
than 80 per cent of the members 
may vote against Roberts. 

If the nomination is defeated, 
Mr. Roosevelt may censure sharp- 
ly those voting against it. He said 
yesterday he would write a letter 
to Judge Roberts in event of its 
rejection. 

Harrison also said he saw little 
chance for confirmation of Thomas 
R. Amlie, former Progressive Rep- 
resentative from Wisconsin, whom 
the President nominated to be a 
member of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commissicn. Amlie’s critics 
accuse him of having “radical” 
economic views. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee will begin hearings on the 
nomination Monday. 

Roosevelt Stands Pat. 

President Roosevelt gave em- 
phatic notice yesterday that he 
would stand by the two nomina- 
tions. At his press conference, he 
said he would not withdraw the ap- 
pointments. 

Furthermore, he added, if that 
Senate does reject Roberts, he will 
write Roberts a letter which will be 
interesting. It was considered a 
foregone conclusion that he will 
have to write the letter. 

Mr. Roosevelt gave no hint on 
what he might say in his letter. 

In that connection, Senator Glass 
commented only that the President 
has a right to write a letter to any- 
one any time.he chooses.

NAZI TRADE TROUBLES 
Witt LATIN’ AMERICA 


Barter Deals Not Gaining as 
Rapidly as Commerce With 
U. S., Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Henry 
Chalmers, Commerce Department 
trade expert, said yesterday that 
Germany's efforts to extend its 
trade by barter agreements were 
meeting with increasing difficul- 
ties, particularly in Latin America. 

In a review of last year’s world 
trade, Chalmers noted that Ger- 
many’s export sales have not in- 
creased in recent years so fast as 
those of the United States and 
Great Britain. 


Chalmers said that even in such 
Latin American countries as Brazil, 
Chile, Peru, Ecuador and Mexico, 
where German sales have increased 
in recent years, the gains have been 
made at the expense of countries 
other than the United States. He 
added that Germany had made “no 
significant” gain in the “important 
markets of Argentina, Uruguay and 
Cuba.” 

Gains in Southeast Europe. 

Germany’s chief gains, he said, 
have been in Southeastern Europe 
and these have been largely offset 
by losses in Northern and Western 
Europe. 

Because of adverse economic con- 
ditions, particularly the business re- 
cession here, Chalmers said, the 
world tended last year to put more 
barriers in the way of trade than 
were removed. 

The arrival here next week of 
Dr. Oswaldo Aranha, Brazilian For- 
eign Minister, is viewed by some 
officials as foreshadowing aggres- 
sive United States efforts to 
strengthen commercial ties with 
South America. 

Topics of Discussion. 

Authorities have let it be known 
that conversations with Dr. Aranha 
would center around four principal 
points: , 

Finding a means of increasing 
American sales to Brazil, where 
German business last year took the 
lead. 

Working out a cotton formula 
providing for some _ division of 
world markets—the undertaking, if 
successful, to be followed by efforts 
to arrange a conference of all cot- 
ton-producing nations. 

Resurveying the defense situa- 
tion, probably with discussion of 
leasing old United States destroy- 
erg to Brazil for naval training and 
of assisting American manufactur- 
ers to supply airplanes to Brazil. 

Some form of financial assistance: 
to Brazil, through a direct loan 
with congressional approval, credits

Open Tomorrow. 


Orchids more varied than those 
in the jungles of South America, 
where they grow most abundantly, 
will go on display tomorrow at 
Shaw’s Garden. The show will 
continue for a month, unless too 
heavy smoke or fog end the exhi- 
bition overnight. 

Even the normal amount of 
smoke leads botanical garden heads 
to expect that replacements will be 
needed often during the display. 
New flowers will be sent from 
Gray's Summit at frequent inter- 
vals. 

There will be about 5000 orchids 
on exhibition in the floral displav 
house. The figure is only an esti- 
mate since it is impossible to count 
accurately the number of flowers 
because they often grow in huge 
clusters. It is also impossible to 
estimate their value because most 
of the varieties on display are not 
sold commercially. 


Greatest Mass in Jungle Scene. 

The display is primarily educa- 
tional, with small signs placed be- 
side most varieties, giving the name 
ahd country of origin. The great- 
est concentration of flowers is the 
jungie scene at the far end of the 
display. Here are shown orchids 
from Mexico, Australia, Chiaa, the 
East Indies, Guatemala, the Hima- 
laya region of India and Java. The 
flowers never grow in masses like 
that in the jungles but it is the lay- 
man’s conception of how they 
should look so Shaw’s Garden bows 
to popular demand, explained Supt. 
George H. Pring. Hollywood would 
do the same thing, a gardener re- 
marked. 

In shadow boxes placed around 
the oval walk, orchids mostly raised 
from seed at Gray’s Summit are 


delicate white and pink moth orch- 
ids. There are also two forms of 
tiger orchids with petals striped 
like the jungle beasts. 

Spider orchids from Panama are 
so named because they have at- 
tenuated pedals a good deal like 
the legs of a spider. They are 
green in color and biotched with 
brown. Braided orchids, also from 
Panama, have stems braided like 
a woman's hair and as many as 100 
small yellow flowers in a single 
group. Displayed with the braided 
variety are the dancing gir! orchids 
from Panama. On close inspection 
they seem like ballet girls, with 
flared skirts, long slender bodies, 
small bonnets on their heads and 
arms open. The Panama flowers 
were sent from the tropical station 
maintained there by the Missouri 
Botanical Garden. 

Some Fragrant Only at Night. 

White flowers from Panama 
called “Lady of the Night” are of 
interest because they are very 
fragrant, but only at night. Un- 
fortunately for visitors, the show 
closes daily at 5 p. m. 

There are a great number of lady 
slippers, yellow, brown and pea 
green in color. Among the yellow 
orchids are two developed by the 
late D. 8. Brown of Kirkwood and 
named for his daughter, Sidney. 
They were included in his collection 
given to the Garden in 1918. 

In the center of the display is a 
formal garden with Chinese prim- 
roses and begonias that blend with 
the orchids, A statue of a flower 
girl stands among them. All around 
the display are large tropical trees 
and plants, their zreenness con- 
trasting strongly with the mauves, 
pinks, whites and --llows of the 


exhibited. Among them are the 


orchids.

LAMMOTDUPONT GIVES

‘Courageous Investment of Ven- 
ture Capital’ Under Attract- 
ive Legislation.

NEW YORK, Feb. 4~—Manufac- 
turers and capitalists were advised 
today by Lammot du Pont, presi- 
dent of E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., that “courageous investment 
of venture capital” under attrac- 
tive legislation would lead to solu- 
tion of the unemployment problem 
and to new prosperity in the United 
States. 

He referred to his company’s ex- 
penditures for scientific research 
and invention, saying: “For. many 
years the company’s consistent ad- 


herence to this policy has pro- 
duced healthy growth and new jobs. 

“It is believed, therefore, that 
adoption of a similar policy by in- 
dustry as a whole would be an im- 
portant contribution towards a so- 
lution of the nation’s unemploy- 
ment problem. 

“In addition to establishment of 
new industries, changes must be 
effected in old industries aimed at 
further reducing wastes and costs, 
This is a task that involves replace- 
ment of billions of dollars worth of 
worn-out or obsolete equipment 
with more efficient tools of pro- 
duction. 

Quotes Brookings Institution. 

“In 1936 the Brookings Institu- 
tion estimated that between 25 and 
30 billions of dollars would be re- 
quired to make up the deficiency 
in durable goods alone that had ac- 
cumulated to that date, largely be 
cause’of postponed repairs and re- 
placements.

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FIRM DOMINATED TWO 
UNIONS, NLRB FINDS 


A. E. Staley Coe. of Decatur Ex- 
onerated in Connection With 
Third Unit, However, 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 4. — An inter- 
mediate report of the National La- 
bor Relations Board found yester- 
day the A. E. Staley Manufacturing 
Co., Decatur, Ill, had dominated 
two labor organizations among its 
employes, but exonerated it of a 
charge of interfering with a third 
union. 


The company is engaged in the 
preparation and processing of corn 
and soybean products. A public 
hearing on charges filed by the 
United Grain Processors, Local 21,- 
490, was conducted at Decatur from 
Dec. 12 to 16 by Trial Examiner 
Thomas 8. Wilson. 

Wilson's findings accused the 
company of dominating and inter- 
fering with the formation and ad- 
ministration of the employes’ rep- 
resentation plan and the Staley 
employes’ organization. He rec- 
ommended dismissal of a charge 
that the company interfered with 
the Independent Starch Workers’ 
Union. 

The examiner also recommended 
that the company cease interfering 
with its employes in the exercise 
of their rights under the Wagner 
Act, reimburse in full all employes 
for all dues and assessments de- 
ducted from their wages in behalf 
of the Staley employes’ organiza- 
tion, and disestablish the Staley 
employes’ organization and em- 
ployes’ representation plan as rep- 
resentatives of its employes. 

Commitnting on the report, A. E. 
Staley Jr., president of the. com- 
pany, said: 

“The Staley employes’ organiza- 
tion has not been recognized or 
dealt with since the summer of 
1938 and to the best of my knowl- 
edge and belief was not in exist- 
ence at the time of the hearing.
